According many authorities, the planning and 
out civil defense measures involve some 
the most difficult administrative problems and com- 
plex relationships any governmental undertaking. 
The responsibilities and relationships state and local 
health departments and departments local govern- 
ment operating public works rendering services 
Which are vital the public health may among the 
more complex relationships. general, the state with 
its sovereign powers maintains some degree control 
surveillance over many activities local govern- 
ment. the field public health this control and 
has been somewhat reduced during the 
past few decades. 

Technological progress, improved condi- 
tions, and better living standards have helped re- 
duce the significance many former health hazards. 
These developments have been accompanied in- 
the competence personnel local govern- 
Ment and marked expansion and strengthening 
health departments. The net result these 
has been make man-made public 
safeguards more reliable. Serious water-borne 
are infrequent, and the quality the milk 
even small communities, less questionable. 

Under conditions disaster, however, many public 
safeguards may destroyed suddenly. Adver- 
this nature, accompanied multiple 
such failure utility services, breakdown 
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communication, and impaired transportation, will 
make protection the health the uninjured popu- 
lation major problem. 

Important they are, measures for protecting the 
health might overlooked even neglected, 
because less spectacular sanitation work likely 
overshadowed more glamorous and sensational 
activities, such the injured. must 
remembered, nevertheless, that disasters large pop- 
ulation centers could subject hundreds thousands 
persons numerous and unusual health hazards. 
Furthermore, must emphasized, that this unin- 
jured segment the population must carry and 
contribute the national effort. 


Analysis Problems 

analysis the sanitary engineering 
problems disaster, however, leads one certain 
conclusions. With the possible exception certain 
complicating factors induced new weapons, such 
radioactivity, gas, and the dissemination bacteria 
and toxins biological warfare, environmental sani- 
tation problems any future conflict will similar 
those which oceurred during World War II. 
uation, emergency shelter and feeding, protection 
milk and food supplies, insect and rodent control, and 
various other services, will again become paramount 
importance. 

During the past few years, considerable attention 
has also been devoted defense against the special 
weapons modern warfare. Many misconceptions 
about them have arisen and, might expected, 
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attributed them powers they not possess. That 
they have unique potentialities true, but believe 
are defenseless against them ignore the facts. 
The first step developing plans for defense against 
special weapons study their characteristics, with 
special attention their purposes, potentialities and 
limitations. 

With the exception its radiation effects, the 
atomic bomb primarily blast and heat weapon. 
The works official interested the effects 
the atomic bomb subsurface utilities. The fact that 
these facilities not generally sustain great damage 
from high air burst will influence his planning. 
Likewise both works and health officials are 
interested the fact that the fall-out radio-active 
substances from high air burst clear weather 
would not generally contaminate water supply reser- 
voirs. some cases, plans must provide for local mon- 
itoring determine the degree radiological con- 
tamination. Such program will, course, necessitate 
training and special instruments, and will respon- 
sibility state and local civil defense authorities 
working with local officials. 

One the most statements concerning 
biological warfare contained the Health Services 
and Special Weapons handbook the Fed- 
eral Civil Defense Administration. This publication 
states that: warfare against people should 
not looked upon some mysterious, uncontrollable 
means wholesale destruction life. Actually, nature 
has directed biological warfare against man for thou- 
sands years, but health workers have devised and 
applied constantly improving preventive 

This publication also states that pathogenic agents 
could disseminated through variety media, the 
principal ones being air, food and water. The quality 
these substances has, course, long been concern 
public health officials. 

Some extension the existing health structure 
the Country will needed form the framework 
for defense against this weapon. Detection, sanitation, 
physical barriers against infection, such masks, vac- 
quarantine, and care casualties, would 
seem major defensive measures. They are all 
regular activities the health and medical profession. 

Defense against chemical warfare will similar 
many respects defense against biological agents. 
Each may employed antipersonnel weapon. 
The problems chemical warfare are not dissimilar 
those regularly encountered and solved the public 
health profession. 

with other developments the public 
health engineering has broadened greatly 
scope from the time when was concerned primarily 


with safe water supply and the disposal sewage, 
Water and sewage longer are responsible for fre. 
quent and serious epidemics. consequence, water 
supply and sewage disposal services recent years 
have not required the degree assistance and 
vision formerly furnished public health authorities, 
must emphasized, however, that the public water 
supply still has its potential dangers, evidenced 
occasional epidemics resulting from failures 
equipment personnel. 

Under disaster conditions, regardless cause, the 
normal situation likely suddenly and completely 
revised. Complex civil, sanitary and hydraulic engi- 
neering problems necessitating temporary 
tion and emergency operation equipment, facilities, 
plants and systems must anticipated. Extensive 
damage, with consequent breakdown normal safe- 
guards, may pose sanitation problems reminiscent 
half century ago. Nevertheless, disaster activities 
which are simply extension those normally car- 
ried out particular department are more likely 
well planned and executed. 


Advance Planning 

Disaster problems can met only the most care- 
ful advance planning all agencies concerned. 
should needless emphasize that such plans must 
well coordinated. 

Perhaps the importance coordination can best 
brought out citing illustration. current 
review the civil defense plans certain cities 
likely reveal that, although number municipal 
departments have considered their responsibility and 
role transporting water areas where service might 
interrupted, specific provisions have been made 
any authority inventory and assemble vehicles, 
drivers and the other necessary facilities the job. 

Admittedly, the need for such service large 
not common. result, may not con- 
sidered basic responsibility any specific municipal 
department. Yet, like all other emergency services, 
should planned the municipal department best 
equipped handle it. most instances that will 
some component public works. The health depart- 
ment should collaborate planning, assisting and 
supervising the undertaking. should not attempt 
organize and operate the service, but should assist and 
supervise the extent necessary protect the public 
health. 

The Plan Operation 

Although the planning and carrying out this 
type service will responsibility local govern- 
ment, should done with whatever 
standards are provided the state agency having 
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jurisdiction. When put into operation the plan should 
carried out under direction the proper municipal 
department, augmented whatever extent necessary 
local resources, mutual aid, mobile support from 
other communities. Likewise, health surveillance should 
performed the local health authority, with the 
assistance, the need may be, health specialists 
from the state other communities. 

Sanitary engineering work disaster will vary 
from rather nontechnical type operation, such 
that just described, the complex problem operat- 
ing damaged water distribution system. While the 
major part these responsibilities will rest with the 
local water department, will need the assistance and 
closest cooperation other departments, such health 
and fire. also must have additional personnel. Some 
the extra help may recruited and trained locally, 
but must always kept mind that skilled person- 
nel are required for practically all phases water 
supply operations. general, this will mean securing 
the help waterworks men from other communities 
through some system mutual aid. 

The sewage problem emergencies does not have 
the health significance the public water supply. 
Damage pumping stations, power failure, will 
present more serious problem, primarily because 
flooding. The flooding basements and the possible 
interference with power, elevator and heating services 
multiple story buildings could make them virtually 
uninhabitable time when housing and shelter will 
premium. Breaks sewers near water mains 
must watched closely. Health authorities must 
the alert locating food supplies stored base- 
ments warehouses subjected flooding sewage. 

One the major sewerage problems may the 
failure water-carriage waste disposal resulting from 
damage water mains. The small amount water 
which would distributed tank for use 
would not sufficient for the removal 
wastes. Plans for scavenger service such event 
should developed the municipal department 
charged with refuse collection service collaboration 
with the local health department. Temporary hospitals, 
rest centers, feeding stations may located where 
excreta disposal will require pit latrines. Again, the 
actual provision such facility, necessary, should 
accomplished the works other operat- 
ing municipal department contractor best equipped 
the job, but should done compliance with 
standards established and under supervision the 
health authority. 

Damage industrial plant resulting the 
drainage substances into source public 
water supply through natural water course po- 


tential health hazard prime significance. Such 
oceurrence should reported promptly that safe- 
guards may taken. 


Problems Disaster Would Severe 

When one considers the day day 
taken protect milk and food supplies, the problems 
which would encountered disaster seem almost 
insurmountable. Under normal the 
handling these products, which are vital the 
publie health, done trained and competent per- 
sonnel utilizing approved methods and modern equip- 
ment. Plans meet disaster conditions must anticipate 
losses among personnel, well damage equip- 
ment the product itself. the more serious 
situations are lack refrigeration and breakdown 
milk pasteurization facilities resulting from the fail- 
ure power, water fuel supply. 

Splintering fragments, contamination water 
used fire fighting, flooding sewage, exposure 
due physical damage buildings, equipment 
containers may affect food supplies any disaster. 
wartime, contamination radioactive substances, 
war gases biological agents also 
Plans must include the detection, decontamination and 
final disposition food stuffs subjected special 
weapons effects. The important problem will not 
much one conserving the food supply protecting 
the health reassuring the people. The quan- 
tity undistributed food most large cities suffi- 
cient for but few days’ consumption, most. Con- 
sequently, questionable whether much time 
effort should expended upon elaborate detection 
procedures decontamination operations during the 
period the emergency. Preparation food 
temporary hospitals, rest centers feeding stations 
will necessitate careful attention sanitation. The 
problem will magnified the improvised nature 
facilities, urgency activities and inexperienced per- 
sonnel. 

One the major problems selecting shelter and 
temporary housing facilities will sanitation. The 
health department, working with representatives 
other departments such welfare, which have primary 
responsibility, must determine space requirements, 
heating, ventilation, water supply, toilet facilities and 
other public health necessities. many instances abso- 
lute minimum standard will the rule rather than 
the exception. some cases risks must 
assumed. The health official most competent 
assess these risks. 

has long been recognized that the maintenance 
clean and healthy community requires well- 
organized system collecting and disposing refuse. 
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The type disaster contemplated civil defense plan- 
ning will result enormous quantities debris and 
putrescible material which must promptly removed 
destroyed. This problem will faced time when 
vehicles and manpower are extremely short supply. 
many the regular schedule refuse collec- 
tion will have changed and equipment diverted 
more urgent needs. 

Accumulation debris, flooded areas and damaged 
food supplies will produce ideal conditions for rodents, 
mosquitoes and insects. Rapid increases insect and 
rodent populations following disasters may quickly 
produce extreme hazards human health. parts 
the country where insects and rodents have been re- 
sponsible for serious diseases, their control may 
responsibility local government. sections where 
their public health significance less important, con- 
trol may largely the hands private enterprise 
the individual citizen. either case the health au- 
thority has responsibility which must fulfilled. 
New insecticides and rodenticides, together with better 
methods control, will make this problem less formid- 
able. Depending upon the geographical area and season 
the year, special control procedures sooner later 
must put into practice. 

Contamination the atmosphere, areas struc- 
tures, either incidental any type disaster, such 
flooding, directly caused the use special 
weapons, will concern the department 
health. Decontamination procedures, destruction 
restoration normal use will follow. can thus 
readily seen that the health authorities will have 
hand such problem from beginning end. 
eral other departments and officials will also in- 
volved. Restrictions the use street building 
will police problem. Decision whether not 
area will utilized some risk will 
‘‘political’’ command decision from the highest 
local authority. Decontamination the area struc- 
ture must some department organization which 
has the manpower, facilities and ‘‘know how’’ 
duct such operation. 


Job for All 

The examples cited are believed represent some 
the problems most likely encountered the 
sanitary engineering field after disaster. They are 
means the only ones. The brevity with which 
they have been discussed does not imply over-simplifi- 
greater mistake could made. The realist 
will provide for every conceivable obstacle his plan- 
ning and the execution test exercises drills. 
This approach will reveal that difficult these situa- 
tions appear, they are not insurmountable. They may 
indicate, however, the need for very careful planning. 


Thirty-four Sanitarians Graduate 
From This Year 


Twenty-seven students majoring sanitation 
the Los Angeles and Berkeley campuses the Uni- 
versity California will receive their bachelor’s 
grees public health June. Seven more will com- 
plete their requirements for the degree August. Each 
these sanitarians, virtue his graduation 
the sanitation specialty, immediately eligible for 
entrance the state examination for registered sani- 
tarian. 

Most these students have university credits con- 
siderably excess the minimum requirement for 
the registered sanitarian certification and also ex- 
cess the required 120 units for graduation. The totals 
range 199 units, while the average for the 
students 144 units. Heavy recruitment from the 
ranks pre-medical students accounts for much the 
extra credit. 

The 1951 graduates will looking toward sanita- 
tion jobs public health departments. Los Angeles 
the home town for these graduates, two are 
from Santa Monica, and there one from each 
the following towns: Arroyo Grande, Berkeley, 
Burbank, Glendale, Herlong, Jolla, Long Beach, 
Grove, Petaluma, Richmond, Sacramento, San 
Francisco, Trona, Venice and Vernalis. 

Even before graduation, number job opportu- 
nities have been open the prospective sanitarians 
because greater number civil service commissions 
have found advantageous ensure their access 
this source trained sanitarians through the follow- 
ing measures: 


Setting examination dates immediately fol- 
lowing the last semester the student’s course. 

Admitting the examination those senior stu- 
dents who will qualify for state registration 
the next registered sanitarians examination. 
(Instead insisting upon registration being 
accomplished before admission the civil serv- 
ice examination. 

Notifying the respective offices the School 
Public Health both the Berkeley and the Los 
Angeles campuses; and sending each office 
copies examination announcements and appli- 
blanks. 


Civil defense administrators must extremely careful 
not overlook the potential role contribution 
any department local government resource the 
local community. the same time, representatives 
these departments, organizations groups should 
not sit back and await invitation participate.

Heavy Demand for Immune Globulin 
Prompted Measles Epidemic 

High incidence measles California this year 
has stimulated heavy demand for immune serum 
globulin, which made available physicians 
throughout the State the American Red Cross and 
distributed the State Department Public Health. 
the first four months 1951 the department dis- 
tributed 28,549 vials each) this material. 

From January Ist through the third week April, 
30,158 cases measles had been reported the de- 
partment. This incidence considerably higher than 
1950, with 5,972 cases reported during the first 
four months. The two previous years were high years, 
with 28,510 cases during the first four months 1949, 
and 31,211 cases during the same period 1948. 

For several years has been the policy the 
American Red Cross distribute, without charge, 
immune serum globulin, product its blood 
tion program, various state health departments 
throughout the United States for use physicians 
for prophylaxis and modification measles. 

The use immune serum globulin has been re- 
stricted the prophylaxis and modification measles 
its effectiveness for this disease well established 
and because limited supplies. Its use for other con- 
ditions must meet the advance approval the Ameri- 
can Red Cross and the State Health Department. 
date, immune serum globulin has been released for 
study only few instances, since 


Nine Million Vital Records Going 
Microfilm 


Nine million original certificates birth, death and 
marriage collected California since 1905 will last 
become virtually imperishable, means the 
filming project which went into high gear this month 
the department’s Vital Records Section Saera. 
mento. 

Long discussed, and with practical technological 
plans completed early this year, the microfilming 
original vital records now under way scheduled for 
completion June 30, 1952. Eight nine special 
storage cabinets, which can kept and worked with 
one small room, will enough hold the nine 
certificates which now many times such 
space. This turn will enable the banks files which 
hold present certificates move into low-cost dead 
storage.

has been reported fairly effective, varying 
degrees, for chickenpox, infectious hepatitis, infectious 
mononucleosis and German measles. Physicians wish- 
ing use this product for these conditions may obtain 
from commercial sources. 

Very recently scientific article suggested the pos- 
sibility that serum globulin may effective when used 
prophylactically for poliomyelitis. This use against 
poliomyelitis has been suggested the result ex- 
perimental work monkeys. However, the necessary 
controlled studies humans have not been carried out. 
Such controlled study now being contemplated 
and until the results this study are known, the 
State Department Public Health, agreement with 
the American Red Cross, will continue the present 
policy distribution. 
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Sanitarian for Mendocino County 
Approved Supervisors 


Faced with increasing sanitation problems, par- 
ticularly those relating stream pollution and sewage 
disposal, the Mendocino County Board Supervisors 
has adopted resolution authorizing Dr. Cleland, 
County Health Officer, hire full-time registered 
sanitarian.

Mendocino County, with more than 100 miles 
coastline, its Russian River and other resort areas, 
serves vacationland for many Californians. Its resi- 
dent population has increased rapidly recent years, 
and now numbers more than 40,000. The county 
not served organized local health department. 

Employment full-time sanitarian was recom- 
mended the Mendocino County Planning Com- 
mission and received strong support from the Regional 
Water Pollution Control Board. The serious need 
full-time sanitation services was pointed recent 
survey conducted six areas the county the 
water pollution control board.

Hazards Salmonella Organisms 
Powdered Eggs Cited 


statement pertaining the hazards diarrheal 
diseases man caused transmission salmonella 
organisms through powdered eggs has been prepared 
the State Department Public Health response 
number inquiries received recent months 
this subject. This statement will particular inter- 
est institutions, schools, camps and other groups 
which, serving large numbers people, may use 
reconstituted powdered eggs. The statement follows: 

various occasions powdered eggs have been 
shown contain organisms which will cause diarrheal 
diseases man. expected that the organisms 
will found powdered eggs because chickens are 
various types these organisms and pass 
them the eggs. Since powdered eggs consist 
large concentration eggs from various sources, 
probable that high percentage the powdered 
eggs are contaminated with various types organisms, 
particularly some the salmonella group. 

After the processes drying, packaging, and stor-

the greatest when large quantities are reconstituted 
one time and the reconstituted product not used 
immediately. believed persons who have studied 
the reported epidemics outbreaks diarrheal dis- 
eases following the use powdered eggs, that all out- 
breaks have occurred when the product was used some 
time after reconstitution. other words, the product 
probably contained small number organisms, but 
was reconstituted and allowed stand room temp- 
erature for some hours, thus permitting the organisms 
multiply.

eases would decidedly decreased institutions, 
schools, other groups where large numbers 
persons are fed would adopt the following 
Use powdered eggs only products cooked. 
Reconstitute only the amount necessary for imme- 

diate use. 

Use powdered eggs immediately after they are re- 
constituted.
